And Fish Is Still Expensive 


In Newton, Massachusetts, is a poor 
little struggling newspaper known as 
the Newton Circuit, picking up crumbs 
under ‘such conditions as now make it 
necessary for a candidate for office to 
secure a certain amount of local pub- 
licity, edited by an excellent gentleman 
to whom. no one would think of deny- 
ing the recompense he should receive 
for anything he might publish for 
his townsman, J. Weston Allen. In a 
recent issue of that paper a great deal 
of attention has been given to the 
Editor of the Townsman and his com- 
ments upon Mr. Allen’s candidacy. It 
would not be necessary to refer to any 
of these comments were it not for 
certain positive statements made re- 
garding the Attorney General which 
need a little further elucidating if a 
suffering public is to get the relief 
which it had reason to hope for in the 
initial stages of the matter referred to. 

The Circuit says: 

“Mr. Allen first became promi- 
nent in a state-wide way when he 
was instrumental, as a member of 
the Great and General Court, in 
investigating the Fish Trust. It 
was his persistence, his capacity, 
and his downright honesty that 
forced the conviction of many of 
those guilty in that conspiracy, in- 
cluding those high in the banking 
circles that now ‘control both 
Governor and Legislature.’ His 
success in this work made him 
Attorney General of the Com- 
monwealth.” 

If there is any piece of humor asso- 
ciated with the whole fictitious person- 
ality now posing as a destroying Her- 
cules more interesting than the above, 
it has not yet been put into print. To 
hover in the limelight is daily meat and 
drink for that modern disciple of ancient 
mythology. 

One of the most persistent seekers of 
publicity that the State ever knew, Mr. 
Allen did see in certain conditions 
associated with the conviction of people 
who controlled the Boston Fish Pier, an 
opportunity to exploit himself in a way 
to secure further political preferment. 
He proceeded. against certain gentle- 
men, seeking out not only those who 
were actually at the head of. the Fish 
organization but every shining light so 
far as names are concerned, that would 
make his action appear to be entirely 
“pro bono publico.” He did secure 
convictions nearly four years ago. Of 
course the cases were appealed and 
promptly removed from that sort of 
publicity that would be at all effective 
in the interest of Mr. Allen, by action 
of courts that protect those who are 
thus assailed. 

We are not passing upon the merit or 
demerit of this case. We are simply 
referring to the fact that since the 
appeal was entered, nothing has been 
heard of the protection of the public 
to be secured by “throwing the fish 
barons into jail.’’ Can it be possible 
that the attorney for these selfsame 
‘fish barons’”’ and the attorney for the

Gives Report on Wood Tragedy 


John Franklin, the well known civil 

nd consul engineer at Shawsheen 
Village, has made a careful study of the re- 
c a -Andover road, 
in which William M. Wood, Jr., lost his life, 
and submits this report: 
_ ‘*Careful observation of the roadway in the 
immediate vicinity of the accident reveals 
the following facts: 
“The extreme width of the roadway is 
29 1-2 feet, the road is practically straight 
for a considerable distance, there is a deep 
Sroove cut in the macadam near the easterly

Wood car was wrecked. is groove was 
undoubtedly made by the head of a bolt in 
the extreme left side of the front axle of 
the Wood car after the left front wheel was 
torn off. This fixes beyond con the 
position of the Wood car to be as far to the 
right of the road as was possible, as at this 
oy there is a grass bank about two feet 
on the easterly side of the road which 
prevented him from going any further to 
the right. 

“Photographs and the. condition of 
Wood’s car prove that his car was struck 
by another going in the opposite direction. 

his car at the time of the collision was well 
over on the left-hand side of the road, which 
is not only borne out by testimony, but also 
by the above-mentioned facts as ascertained 
by civil engineer surveys, photographs and a 
careful examination of the cars. 

_ “The headlights of Mr. Wood’s car are 
intact, even the lenses were not cracked. 
The only dent near the front of his car is in 
the left front mud guard, directly over the 
left front wheel which was torn off. The char- 
acter of the dent shows that his car was hit 
by a car going in the opposite direction and 
that he, himself, hit no one, as is proved b 
the fact that the front of his car is Sniapared. 
Wood’s position on the road as proved by the 
evidence on the d gingers he was doing 
his best to avoid the collision. 

“Where the collision occurred was not 
on the curve, as originally reported, but 
approximately 500 feet from where the 
curve beings, and 378 feet from the fatal pole. 
The road was straight. 

“So far as any natural obstructions to 
vision are concerned, the approaching cars, 
when they rounded the curve, could have 
seen the Rolls Royce at least 1000 feet 
away. The dip in the roadway which in the 
first accounts of the accident was so much 
emphasized, is not a serious obstruction to 
vision, for it is surveyed out to be only 3 1-2 
feet extreme depth, co that at ail times at 
least the top part of the Wood car could be 
seen. 


“An additional witness states that at 
a point about one mile from where the 
accident occurred, he observed the two cars 
that were going in the opposite direction 
racing at top speed, the drivers talking back 
and forth in a jocular fashion rather than 
tending to business. 

“Although he was considered a fast 
driver, young Wood had the reputation of 
being one of the most skillful and expert 
drivers in New England. He was not 
rec] lers or careless as hundreds will testify, 
and many have heard his words of caution to 
= ) a cars under control at cross roads as 

e did. 

“About a week before he was killed he 
said to Frederick R. Edington, ‘If it ever 
comes to where I must either hit someone and 

thaps kill them or hit a pole and perhaps 

myself, I would not hesitate a minute to 
do the latter.’ ”

of the most dramatic incidents 


in Indian warfare. It occurred 
in 1876, the Centennial year, 
when special emphasis was be- 
ing laid on the cause of peace 
throughout the world. The 
Sioux Indians had been driven 
into Montana by the gold miners, 
and the United States govern- 
ment took steps to force them 
back into their reservations. Gen- 
eral Custer, with less than 3800 
men, set out to round up the 
tribes which were on the war- 
path, and at the Little Bighorn 
river, was ambushed by Sitting 
Bull and 3,000 warriors. Custer 
and all his troopers were killed. 
Soon after this massacre the In- 
dians were defeated and many 
of them fled to Canada. 

Gold was discovered in Mon- 
tana as early as 1852 by the half- 
breed Francois Finlay near Hell 
Gate river, This, however, cre- 
ated little stir and it wasn’t un- 
til five years later when John 
Silverthorn discovered gold ia 
quantities, that mining settle- 
ments sprang up in the moun- 
tains, This region had been part 
of Nebraska territory, which in 
1863 was subdivided and became 
& portion of Idaho territory. The 
next year it was organized as 
the separate Territory of Mon- 
tana. , 

Virginia City was the capital 
and here in 1865 was issued the 
Montana Post, the first newspa- 
per of the state, In 1874 the 
capital was changed to Helena 
and ten years later a state con- }' 
stitution was adopted. The state 
was not taken into the Union, 
however, until 1889, 

Montana comes from the Span- 
ish adjective meaning “moun- 
tainous.” Its area is 146,996 
square miles, Making it the third 
largest state of the Union.
